Petitions to lower the drinking age 
from 21 to 19 are being circulated by 
Charlevoix County bar owners. 

Local law enforcers, school counselors 
and principals say lowering the legal 
drinking age to 19, will not result in more 
students drinking at school or put more 
hazardous drivers on the road. There are 
not many 19 years olds at the high 
schools, and officials admit that if a 
student wants to get. alcohol, he’ll find 
some way to get it. 

Local members of the tavern associa- 
tion note they had nothing to do with 
initiating the petition drive - but they do 
have a fot to gain if the legal drinking age 
is lowered. 

It will be two years in November since 
Michigan voters passed Proposition D, 
hiking the drinking age up from 18 to 21. 
The state legislature had already passed 
a law raising the age from 18 to 19, which 
would have been effective later in 1978, 


but with the approval of Proposition D, 


the age was hiked another two years. 
State Representative Richard G. 


ate itzpatrick of Battle Creek is leading the 


petition drive to restose the legal drinking 
age to 19. Approximately half of the 
necessary 276,000 signatures required to 
put the age issue on the November ballot 
have been collected, he said. 

Area bar owners who are circulating 
petitions say the drive is going quite well. 
But ironically many of those who would 
be affected most by towering the drinking 
age - those between 19 and 21 - are not 
registered to vote and cannot sign the 
petitions. 

Since 18 year olds have lost the right 
to drink for two years, | think they may 
get out and register to vote for this year’s 


_ election,’’ said Mac McNicol, owner of 


‘back someplace,’ 


Boyne River Inn in Boyne City. ‘‘If the 
drinking issue isn’t enough to get them 
out to register, then nothing will.’ 

‘The 21 year age limit has affected 
every bar in some shape or form,’’ he 
said. In the case of BRI, McNicol said his 
business may have been cut about 15 
percent when the raised drinking law 
went into effect. 


‘An. untair burden has been placed on 


bar owners and that is enforcing the 
21-year old drinking law. We have to let 
18 year olds in the place but we must 
supervise everything so they're not 
served,”' he said. 

“If an adult goes to the bar and orders 
five drinks, it’s hard to insure that some 
young kid is not drinking liquor in the 
he said. 

Another bar hard-hit by the raised 
drinking ‘age is Jerry’s Place in East 
Jordan, owner Jerry LeDuc said. ‘‘I-lost a 
good 20 to 25 percent of my busiriess 
when the drinking age was hiked. I had 
the youth. place in town, so it hit me 
- hard.” 

LeDuc has a game room and he serves 
pizza, both popular features with younger 
folks. He thinks a more

“consideration than bars losing customers 
is the fact that young adults have lost a 
legal right, he said. 

Young adults between 18 and ‘20 who 
come in for soft drinks or food are offered 
a chance to sign the petition, but often 
they’re not registered to vote, LeDuc 
said. 

‘They’re all for the idea of lowering 
the drinking age but they’re not regis- 
tered. I think they should be registered, 
regardless of the issue,’’ he said. 

Dick Selissen, owner of the Flight Deck 
bar in Charlevoix, said he too feels young 
adults are not sticking up for their rights 
and registering to vote to insure their 
rights. 

‘At the age of 19 when a young 
person, male or female, can go off to war, 
get married and do a number of other 


things - he should be allowed to 
participate in adult recreation like 
drinking,’’ Selissen said. 


The 19 year old drinking limitation 
takes alcohol out of the high school for the 
most part, he said. 

Boyne City High School principal Rick 
Casper said the drinking age limit has, 
little to do with alcohol availability. 

‘‘No matter what the drinking age is, 


alcohol is easy-to get it yaqu teally want. 


it,’’ he told The Press. ‘‘I can’t really tell 
if the drinking age - at 21 or 18 - has made 
an appreciable difference in the number 
of kids drinking at school.’’ 

There aren’t many 19 year olds left at 
school, he added, so if the drinking age 
was lowered to 19, not many high school 
students would be affected. 

Casper said he personally supports 
lowering the drinking age to 19 because 
‘‘When I was serving in the army at the 
age of 19 | found it very discriminatory 
that I could defend my country but | 
couldn’t buy a beer,’’ he said. 

‘| haven't noticed any change in the 
number of kids drinking since the law was 
changed,’’ Charlevoix High School coun- 
selor Gayle Kaczynski said. ‘‘There 
aren't many 19 year olds left at school 
and I don’t think lowering the drinking 
age will make that much difference.’’ 

East Jordan High School counselor 
Chub Rothenberger said the higher 
drinking age has not detered high school 
students from drinking. It just makes it 
harder for them to drink in bars, he said. 

‘The worse part about letting 18 year 
olds drink was that it affected kids in 


School. But by lowering the drinking age 


to 19, it won't affect high school aged kids 
for the most part,’’ Rothenberger said. 
Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater said he could not notice any 
difference in driving or drinking offenses 


- in the county due to the hike in the 


drinking age. : 
‘I do not see any change in the conduct 


of young adults when comparing the 


number of traffic accidents, alcohol 
furnished to minors or possession of 
alcohol by a minur’’ since the drinking 
age changed in November, 1978, Lasater 
said.

U.S. 131, 31 have safety problems 
Tourist routes north are hazardous 


LANSING - The two major tourist 
routes from southwestern Michigan to 
the Charlevoix County area - U.S. 131 and 


U.S. 31 - are ‘‘bad roads with some 
critical safety problems,”’ state officials 
concede. 


These problems are not unique to 
northwestern Michigan, but exist in 
many areas across the state, said John B. 
Ouderkirk, a planning manager with the 
state Department of Transportation, 
Critical highway safety problems exist in 
Charlevoix County, Detroit and all over 
the state. 

Rapidly rising reconstruction and 
maintenance costs 2nd the gasoline 
crunch making the future of the passen- 
get car uncertain are severely limiting the 
flow of funds to the transportation 
department to solve these problems, he 
said. 

The butk of funding for state highway 
repair and expansion comes from state 
license plate fees and the 13-cent per 
gallon gasoline tax. The trend towards 
smaller cars and decreased gasoline 
consumption caused by skyrocketing 
prices has put a crimp in the transporta- 
tion department budget. 

‘‘People haven't stopped driving, but 
they have cut back enough that we feel 
it."’ Quderkirk said.

Highway maintenance funding prob- 
lems in Michigan are not new. U.S, 131 
was one of the state highways that 
deterioriated to the point the state 
legislature passed a special tax in 1972 to 
provide extra funding for these problem 
roads, 

Transportation department accident 
figures for the last decade show there are 
a number of areas in northwestern 
Michigan that have been classified as 
“critical safety problem areas."’ 

Lt. James Snody of the Michigan State 
Police plainly states, ‘U.S. 131 and U.S. 
31 are bad roads." 

Ouderkirk concedes that the problems 
that exist with the main tourist arteries to 
and within Charlevoix County won't be 
solved soon and the problems may get 
worse. 

Due to soaring inflation and decreased 
revenues, state projections show that by 
1984 the transportation department won't 
even have enough money to provide basic 
highway maintenance across the state, let 
alone reconstruction or expansion, 
Ouderkirk said. 

The transportation department will 
proceed with some improvement nrojects 


on the main arteries of northwestern |

A 1967 department study - that came 
out when gasoline cost 30 cents per gallon 
and the economy was booming - called for 
the conversion and relocation of U.S. 131 
and U.S. 31 into four-lane freeways. 
Since that time inflation and gasoline 
prices have scrapped those plans. 


Last summer the department released 
a new regional transportation study for 
northwestern Michigan, evaluating all 
forms of transportation. Many of the 
study recommendations are tied to the 
amount of population and economic 
growth and the availability of fuel, but 
there are recommendations to upgrade 
“highways no matter what the future 
holds. 


The study recommends immediate 
reconstruction of U.S. 131 from notth of 
the M-75 junction near Walloon Lake to 
the county line. This stretch of road has 
had periods of over 600 accidents per 
million passenger car miles - a rate high 
enough to be classed ‘*a critical safety 
problem" 


The transportation department is now 
undertaking more detailed area studies 
which, depending on funding, could 
recommend more improvement projects 
by late 1981, Ouderkirk said. Specialized

Staff cuts won't affect class size 


BOYNE cITy - Class size won't be 
affected much by the drop’ of five 
full-time and three half-time teaching 
positions school administrators say. 

ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 

The elementary school will lose two 
teaching positions in first and second 
grades. Nancy Arithony, a half-day title I 
math teacher; Kris Skornia, a half-day 
kindergarten teacher; and first grade 
teacher Carol Powers will not be back to 
teach during the 1980-81 school year. . 

' "There will be very little change’ in 
class size, elementary. principal Ed 
Snyder said. Class sizes presently range 
from 26 to 30 students per room. 
There are three kindergarten sections 
now and 10 more students are expected to 
enroll for kindergarten for the 1980-81 
school year. There are presently 78 
kindergartners. Class sizes may jump 
from 26 to 30 or more if enrollment for 
kindergarten gets any higher, he said. 
Another section may have to be added 
and possibly anotier teacher would be 
hired in the fall if enrollment gets too 
high. 

MIDDLE SCHOOL 

Middle school science teachers Ron 
Hausler and Ricka Jarema have been laid 
off for the upcoming 1980-81 school year. 
Sherry Drake from the high school will be 
teaching one section of science and the 
rest of the science classes will be picked 
up by middle school staff members, 
principal Jack Cyr said. 


When asked if the teacher cuts will / 


affect class size or education, Cyr 
said,’'Everything will adjust okay. [t will 
have to."' 

Class sizes range from 32 students in 
the sixth grade to 23 in the eighth grade. 
The class size will remain about the same 
for each class as it moves up one grade 
next year, Cyr said. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

The high school received the largest 
teaching staff cut with three positions 
terminated. English teacher Rick Fowler 
and science teacher Don Lockman are 
being cut. back to half-day positions 
rather than full-time.

MEA officials consulted 
after hearings denied 


BOYNE CITY - High school staff 
members will meet with Michigan Educa- 
tion Association union officials later this 
week to discuss their next step after 
being denied a request to meet with 
school board officials and discuss contract 
for extra-curricular activities. 


The school board Monday night re- 
ceived two separate written requests 
probing into the recent dismissal of boys’ 
varsity basketball coach Russ Harvey. 

Harvey sent a letter to the board 
requesting a hearing - either open or 
closed at the school board’s discretion - in 
regard to his not being rehired as 
basketball coach for the 1980-81 school 
year. 


The board also received a similar letter 
from high school staff members re- 
questing a hearing to ‘‘explain the 
procedure and criteria used to evaluate B 
schedule (extra-curricular) personnel.” 

Harvey's hearing request was turned 
down in a 5-2 vote. The resolution to hold 
a hearing was supported by Mark Behling 
and Betty Johnecheck.

The new park, although it will take 
money and time to complete, will be 
an immense improvement over the 


city-owned mobile home park that had - 
evolved over the years. Now, as 
hoped, a privately owned mobile home 


park is being built elsewhere in the 
city (on Deer Luke Road). 


The park plan calls for development 
in three stages as local and federal 
grant money becomes available. The 
first stage was to cost about $29,000, 
with half of the funding to be federal. 


In times when balancing the federal 
budget seems to be a political neces- 
sity, East Jordan and other communi- 
ties probably ought to get used to the 
idea of getting fewer handouts from 
Uncle Sam. That's what we ask for 
when we demand tower taxes and 
fewer federal programs. 


But if federal taxes go down (does 
that. seem possible?) or at least 
stabilize, theoretically local taxes 
could go up a corresponding amount. 
That's what local control is all about. 
The money that used to go to 
Washington and filter back through 
various agencies could stay at the local 
level and (again theoretically) be used 
more efficiently and with fewer strings 
attached. 

‘Whether or not this actually turns 
out to be the beginning of an era of 
decreasing dependence on the federal 
government, it is good to see East 
Jordan determined to go ahead with a 
worthy project on its own, 

At Rasch’s urging, the city is just 
now completing a major project, the 
$70,000 renovating of the downtown 
community building, which was ac- 
complished entirely with local funds. 
That’s a good precedent for proceed- 
ing full steam ahead on the Tourist 
Park. In view of the loss of grant 
money, perhaps the city council will 
even be able to allocate additional 
funding for the park development by 
re-examining its priorities.

Northern Michigan Electric Cooperative, Inc. (Northern) of Boyne City, 
Michigan, and Wolverine Electric Cooperative, Inc., (Wolverine) of Big 
Rapids, Michigan, are owners, respectively of 11.22 percent and 8.78 percent 
undivided interests in the Enrico Fermi Unit No. 2 nuclear project. Detroit 
Edison Company, the owner of the other 80 percent undivided interest, has 
contract responsibility for construction and operation of the project.
